"Wellington missed Hercules 
and cause quite a fuss," said the 
professor. "I hoped that the 
neighbors would not get angry 
as the dog was howling and 
carrying on." 

Dr. Orkney had another 
dog with the same history as 
Hercules. "Diana used to jump 
the fence until finally we had 
to have her killed," he noted.

Williams Directs Overseas Studies

Mike Williams has been 
awarded the position of 
Director of Overseas Studies, 
beginning this semester. The 
new position was created to 
help coordinate and 
administer GFC's Juniors 
Abroad program. 

This program which was 
started in 1985, provides 
students with the opportunity 
to experience a different 
culture while traveling with 
other GFC students in a 
different country. 

Williams will facilitate 
faculty planning and 
preparation for Juniors 
Abroad courses, promote the 
program to students, and 
write a brochure explaining 
the program. 

The position of Director 
of Overseas Studies will work 
with Intercultural Concerns 
Committee, chaired by Lon 
Fendall. 



The Juniors Abroad 
program involves three week 
trips to a Foreign country 
usually during the College's 
May term at the end of the 
school year. 

GFC pays transportation 
cost. According to Williams, 
the expenses of the trip will 
vary but in most cases it cuts 
the costs of an overseas trip in 
half. 

Faculty members propose 
the ideas for the trips and 
submit, these ideas in the form 
of a class proposal to a 
selection committee. The 
proposals are considered and 
those that are accepted are 
included in the course 
offering for the next year. 
Students then preregister for 
the courses a year in advance. 
Williams said, "There is a lot 
of faculty interest in the 
Juniors Abroad program." 
The trips for next year will 
include, "A Tale of Four 



Cities" with instructor John 
Bowman. This class will 
focus on four important 
cultural centers; Florence, 
Italy; Madrid, Spain; 
Amsterdam, The Netherlands; 
and Vienna, Austria. Lon 
Fendall will instruct a class 
titled "Peacemaking in 
Northern Ireland." Students 
in this class will tour Dublin, 
Belfast, and surrounding 
areas. Ron Mock is in charge 
of "The Church as 
Peacemakers in Central 
America". This class will 
primarily involve travel in 
Guatemala. Ron Stansell is 
teaching "Missions and 
Cultures of the Andean 
Region" which focuses on 
Bolivia. Mark Weinert and 
Mike Williams are the 
instructors for a history and 
literature course. This course 
will involve travel through 
England, Scotland, and 
Wales.

At the same time I became 
more involved in the program, 
I found myself withdrawing 
inwardly and becoming lonelier 
as each day passed. I had no 
real enthuisiasm to participate

First I'd like to 
focus on the tragedies of 
1986. Most people know that 
tragedies usually happen for a 
specific reason; however, 
they often do not understand 
the reasoning behind such 
happenings.

One night I chaired my 
first A.A. meeting at Milam's 
which gave me a real sense of 
belonging. I addressed the 
group with questions that were 
pending on my mind. In 
return, I received helpful 
answers to most of my 
questions concerning sobriety. 
I had finally become a veteran 
at Milam's. I could now help 
out newcomers with a sense of 
assurance and knowledge, 
knowing what I have been 
through and what lay ahead on 
the road to recovery. 

It's been over five months 
now since my last drink. The 
path of sobriety is something 
like the path of Christianity. 
The object is to avoid slippery 
places and the dangerous 
temptations that follow 
whenever possible. Don't set 
yourself up for a fall. And 
remember, God is always there 
when you need him. God even 
loves alcoholics. 

Perhaps my story will 
help others who are presently 
struggling with alcohol or 
drugs, even on our campus. 
You don't have to lose 
everything before you seek 
help.

gives the nation a chance to 
pull together and support one 
another. The nuclear reactor 
accident in the Soviet Union 
was also a tragedy, and yet it 
was a lesson in nuclear safety 
and the hazards of radiation. 
Another tragedy is the Iranian 
arms deal scandal which has 
slowed down the national 
agenda and distracted people 
from the pressing issues. 

The were a few hard to 
understand tragedies on the 
state level as well. One was 
the deaths of the youngsters 
on Mt. Hood, (although two 
survived). A couple other 
tragedies are the selection of 
the nuclear plant Hanford as 
one of the finalists in a 
national search for a nuclear 
waste dump, and the drop out 
of Democratic Congressman, 
Jim Weaver, from the 1986 
Senate race due to a financial 
investigation. In each 
instance, faith in God brings 
acceptance. 

A couple tragedies 
affected the campus itself. 
Foremost was the death of 
alumnis Valerie Tursa 
fully and wholeheartedly gave 
herself to God and to the 
George Fox campus. Another 
is the sickness that afflicted 
Dr. Voth, a dedicated and 
loving teacher and finally the 
horrendous flu bug that 
plagued so many of us right 
before the Christmas break.

I will illustrate this 
from an example I 
encountered a lot because of 
my interests.

A short time before I 
admitted myself to Milam's 
Recovery Cernter, I had to 
admit to myself, I was an 
alcoholic. For ten years my 
drinking assumed control of 
everything around me. My life 
revolved around alcohol. 
Reality was not in its place 
unless alcohol was present. I 
finally admitted to myself and 
accepted that I no longer had 
control over my drinking. It 
was time to share this problem 
with those I loved. The 
emotional trauma involved in 
such a confession was 
overwhelming. To think that 
during the past ten years, I 
actually felt in control of my 
life, when in reality alcohol 
was the controller. 

On August eight, this 
year, I admitted myself to 
Milam's Recovery Center. 
After finishing my last beer in 
their parking lot, I proceeded 
through admissions and found 
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my room. The first few hours 
as a resident, I learned the rules 
of the institution. Not only 
did they take away my beer, 
but my music, too! I couldn't 
imagine a place without music, 
even an institution such as 
this. No guitar for 28 days, 
get serious! After only a few 
hours there, I felt trapped even 
though the full impact hadn't 
settled in. 

Milam comes equipped 
with a positive atmosphere 
which eventually produces 
strong, supportive friendships. 
This is one of the main 
survival components used to 
cope with serious mood 
swings. Such mood swings 
can range from ecstatic high to 
deep depression, and the mind 
reacts on these emotions 
instead of rational thinking. 
One day you could be painted 
on a pink cloud, high on 
sobriety, high on life, and the 
next day, you can become 
depressed, haunted by past 
mistakes made while under the 
influences of booze or drugs. 
A new found friendship can 
alleviate to some extent these 
mood swings while undergoing 
detoxification. 

After four days, I still felt 
intoxicated. My vision blurred 
and my depth perception failed. 
I always felt hot and sweaty, 
accompanied by headaches. 
Not only did physical changes 
take place but emotional ones 
as well, all part of the process 
of detoxification. Anxiety and 
other strong emotions mingled 
and played upon one another. 
Either I felt like crying, or I 
felt like running. Even though 
I was surrounded by ninety or 
more people, I still felt alone. 
Alone, tired, and empty.

Maurer said that the 
purpose of the album was to 
"give students an opportunity 
to experience the different 
aspects of the recording 
industry as well as to produce 
some meaningful music." 

Maurer added that he 
wanted to "provide an 
opportunity for students 
interested in the recording 
field to get production 
experience, and for those 
interested in performance an 
opportunity to gain 
performance experience as 
well." 

It is the goal of the 
project to perpetuate itself by 
earning enough money 
through album sales to 
continue the project year 
after year. Profits from the 
production will go back into 
the ASCGFC budget. 
According to Maurer, sales 
of the album have gone very 
well so far. "We had quite a 
number of advance orders 
this year and further sales 



prospects are looking good," 
said Maurer.

Maintaining substandard 
health is not difficult. 
Deciding to spend the rest of 



your life in a dormitory 
situation is a good beginning. 
Germs can then more easily 
share hosts. 

The sights and sound of 
dorm life ought to offer 
entertainment far into the 
night to keep the "hosts" from 
obtaining more than 4 or 5 
hours of sleep. Activity more 
strenuous than watching TV 
should be discouraged. If you 
own a car (or know someone 
who does) it is best to drive 
from class to class whenever 
possible.

As the production closed 
Saturday night to its fifth 
consecutive sold out audiance, 
Grant and Dodgen felt a sense 
of relief but sadness that the 
dream is over and stored in 
their memory. 

"It will be nice to get back 
on track, but I will miss the 
special times that the play 
brought," said Dodgen. 

Kelly Grant noted, 
"We've (Dodgen and Grant) 
spent so much time together 
working on the play over the 
past six months, I will miss 
Doreen more than anything 
else. The play was a vehicle to 
the relationship which will be 
valued forever." 

With too many people to 
thank for all the help, special 
attention was called to the 
behind the scenes people such 
as Keith Karr and Dave 
Harris, for their countless 
hours of engineering the play. 

The performances were 
dedicated to Dodgen's Uncle 
Vern, who died Jan. 1, 
following a battle with 
diabetes and kidney failure. 
Dodgen stated, "His life , like 
Helen's, demonstrated the 
meaning of hope and 
courage."

It was only two years prior 
that Danny Newman recieved 
NAIA District 2 All-Star 
honors at Concordia. Now the 
question raced across campus as 
to who the new kid was. 
Where did he come from? 
Was it true that he had been 
recruited clear from Germany? 
Was Dan Neuman to be one of 
the spark plugs that would send 
GFC to the National play offs? 

It was true that Coach 
Vernon kept in contact with 
Newman while he was in 
Germany playing basketball for 
the Army All Europe team. 
"Coach Vernon's interest in me 
on the other side of the world 
was definitely a factor in why I 
came to George Fox." 

Newman left Concordia en 
route for the Army as he didn't 
like what he was doing at 
Concordia. He had an interest 
in the military police which 
took him to Germany where 
the graduate of Madison High 
guarded Nuclear weapon 
installations and played 
basketball on the weekends. 

"While I didn't like the 
Army, playing on the All 
European team was great 



because of the travel all over 
Europe," said Newman. "My 
first impression of my Army 
life was that it sucked! I 
counted the days until I got 
out." 

Danny Newman is still in 
contact with friends from his 
Army experience as well as 
fellow team members that he 
traveled with. 

A goal of returning to 
Europe to play basketball was 
sweetened by offers from 
various teams. Goals change 
and Dan Newman is realistic in 
realizing basketball will end 
someday. Therefore the junior 
is looking to a future after 
basketball in the field of police 
work. 

The question has to be 
asked as to how the GFC 
Bruins measure up to an All 
European team consisting of 
the best of all Army soldiers in 
Europe. 

In Newman's estimation, 
while the Bruins do not have 
the talent that the Army could 
choose from to deliver an 
Olympic ranked team, GFC is 
much smarter and more 
dedicated 

"In the Army, basketball 
was played on our free time. 
None of the guys wanted to be 
told what to do, therefore we

Danny Newman prepared 
to leave Germany and his 
Army lifestyle in 1985 
following two years of active 
duty. 



"I realized I would miss 
the non-pressure basketball that 
I had grown accustomed to as 
well as the road trips with the 
Army team and friends made 
from around the world," stated 
Dan Newman. "As for the 
Army, I don't miss a lot other 
than the security of a job and 
knowing everything was taken 
care of for you." 

"That was then, this is 
now" is Newman's 
philosophy — looking forward 
rather than behind. "I'm glad 
I'm finally on what could be a 
championship team," said the 
soldier. 

Crediting much of his 
influence to his brother Willie 
and dad Mr. Willis Newman, 
Danny noted "their encourage- 
ment has got me this far." 

Fitting in well with the 
Bruin format, Newman 
remembers his first orientation 
to GFC lifestyle as he and 
teammate/roommate Cliff 
Samadurov sat up all night 
listening to the "Crazy 8's" and 
"The Outfield." 

Coach Vernon said of 
Newman, "He is the best 
shooting guard I have ever 
coached." 

In closing, the junior 
NAIA All Star asked to use the 
Crescent as a forum to deliver a 
message to much respected 
Coach Vernon. 

"The Lakers are the best 
team in the world and Larry 
Bird is not the best basketball 
player," Newman said with a 
chuckle. 

Newman is a favored 
All-Star honors prospect again 
for this 1986-87 season.
